States. Four came from Vermont, 6 from 
Nebraska,* 3 from Minnesota, 3 from Mas- 
sacbussetts and 6 from New York. Two of 
them settled at Bittern lake and of the rest 
all but two settled at Red Deer lake. These 
two came on to Conjuring creek. Mr. 
Swanson returned south on Friday and will 
remain overat Wetaski...n until to-mor- 
row'’s train south. It is to Mr. Swanson’s 
exertion that the Scandinavian immigra- 
tion to the Wetaskiwin district is chiefly 
due. 

The report of the Dominion experimental 
farms for 1895 show tnat the prairie dis- 
tricts of the Northwest have a record far 
ahead of any other sections of the country 
in the yield obtained. Of twelve varieties 
of wheat experimented upon at Indian head 
the highest yield was 52 bushels per acre 
and the lowest 42} bushels. Red fyfe was 
seventh on the list. The yields at the other 
farms were: British Columbia farm, high- 
est 33, lowest 174: Nappan farm, highest 
324. lowest 277; Ottawa farm, highest 303, 
lowest 24; and Brandon farm, highest 49, 
lowest 424 bushels per acre. In oats Indian 
Head yield were from 109 highest to 87 
bushels lowest yield per acre. Brandon 
highest. 101} lowest 874 bushels per acre, 
The highest yield at Ottawa was 74 bushels, 
at; Nappan 704 bushels, and at Aggassiz 59} 
bashels peracre. Banner oats geve the 
highest yield “at Brandon and Ottawa and 
abundance led at Indian Head. Two rowed 
barley Brandon showed 623, Indian Head 
59, Nappan nearly 48, British Columbia 45, 
and Ottawa 43} bushels per acre. 
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Miss Taytor, who has been visiting 
Mrs. Cowie for some time, left for her home 
at Lake St. Anne on Saturday.

CROW’S NEST PASS RAILWAY. 
The proposition to Ican the C. P. R. 
Co. $4,000,000 as an inducement to 
construct a railway through the Crow’s 
Nest Pass and thereby to directly con- 
nect the Northwest with the Kootenay 
mining country is quite alluring from 
some points of view. There is no 
doubt that the Territories need better 
connection with the Kooteray country 
than they enjoy at present. In fact 
it is in the interest of both the 
Kootenay country and the Northwest 
that the connection should be made 
as convenient, and particularly as 
cheap, as possible. There is little or 
no doubt that the Crow’s Nest Pass 
offers the most favorable route 
whereby this connection can be made. 
But it is not the only route to connect 
the two districts. The C. P. R. at 
present have a route to the Kootenay 
country from the Territories ; not an 
all rail route it is true, buc which could 
be made an all rail route at a trifling 
expense, compared with the cost of 
building the Crow’s Nest Pass railway. 
The necessity{of an allrail connection by 
way of the C. P. R. must have been 
apparent to that company for some 
years. An all rail route from the 
States to the chief business centre of 
that district has been in existence for a 
couple of years with the result that 
business from this side of the line into 
the Kootena:7 has been done at a very 
serious disadvantage. To such an ex- 
tent is this the case that Spokane and 
not Calgary or Vancouver does the im- 
mense and growing trade of the district, 
and the farm produce used in that region 
comes from Palouse and not from Ed- 
monton. In this case the interests of 
the C. P. R. and of the country seemed 
to be identical and both pointed to 
direct railwey connection from the 
Canadian side. But no apparent effort 
has been made to secure direct connec- 
tion. Two short pieces of track were 
built connecting stretches of water com- 
munication with the mines but no effort 
was made so faras the public know 
to secure aid foran all rail route, 
until the bill alluded to was presented 
to parliament, This proposition -was 
not to connect the links already built, 
hut to Luiid a leng and expensive line 
over a new and different route. If the 
object had been to give the Northwest 
an all rail route into the Kootenay that 
object could have been attained at a 
very much less cost than four million 
dollars by connecting the links of road 
already built. But that was not the 
object. A lize of railway through the 
Crow’s Nest Pass competing with the 
C. P. R. would be of vast benefit, both 
tothe Kootenay and the Territories, 
for it would ensure to Canadians at 
least an equal opportunity to do bus- 
iness within Canada az_is now enjoyed 
in respect of the Kootenay country, by 
the people of the United States. But 
a C. P. R. line throvgh the Crow’s 
Nest Pass, would only strengthen the 
present monopoly held by the C. P. R. 
as far as Canadian trade with the 
Kootenay is concerned. It was to pre- 
vent, not to assist, competition that the 
four million dollar loan wasto be made. 
If the government has four million 
dollars to loan for the purpose of con- 
structing a railway into the Kootenay 
through the Crow’s Nest Pass, the in- 
terests of the country demand that it 
be not given to the C. P. R. if another 
company can befound that will build the 
road and operate it as a competitor of 
the C P.R. And even ofsuch a company 
can be found the assistance should be 
conditional on the government holding 
an effective control of rates so that the 
iaterest of the country could be pro- 
tected, as it is not under present circum- 
stances. If itis impossible to get a 
competing company,” and it becomes 
necessary to deal with the C. P. R., 
certainly in consideration of such liber- 
al aid it would not be too much to ask 
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that the government should have such 
control of the rates as would ensure to 
the producers of the Northwest that 
they would not be shut out of their 
nearest market in their own country by 
the extortion of the railway company. 
The question for the electors of the 
Territories to ask themselves at the pre- 
serit time is, can they depend upon. the 
present admistration to protect their in- 
interest when the prcposed deal is 
made? They know only too well how 
foolish such a dependence would be, 
and that if they are to get railway com- 
petition into the Kootenay district they 
must get it at other hands than those 
of Tupper, Foster & Co. A clearer 
case of “dog in the manger” never 
existed than the course of the ©. P. R. 
in regard to the trade of the K»otenay. 
Owing to the fortunate situation of the 
Kootenay district they are not able to 
prevent its development. They can 
only prevent the people of Canada, as 
well as themselves, from. sharing in 
that development, and this they are 
doing most effectively. The govern- 
ment’s proposition is: to assist them to 
do it still more effectively at a cost to 
this country of four million dollars. 


THE TRANSVAAL. 


_ The following letter from an English- 
man in the Transvaal gives a new 
version of affairs in that republic. The 
letter was republished by the Toronto 
Week from Public Opinion. _ “Be as- 
sured that if the English government 
do not act with more promptitude the 
time is not far distant when you will 
hear of another rising at Johannesburg. 
The mines are beginning to close down 
for the want of labor, and in con- 
sequence hundreds are thrown out of 
work. The natives are afraid to come 
into the towa whilst it is under Boer 
goverment. Chamberlain’s prestige is 
falling considerably, and it really makes 
one sick to see how he is soft-soaping 
Paul Kruger. One would think that 
Engiand was afraid of a handful of 
Boers. Had we but a determined man 
at the head of affairs when we were 
all armed, and had not listened to the 
specious statements of Sir. Jacobus de 
Wet, we should have walked through 
the Transvaal. You must not suppose 
that the Boers are the fine men you see 
represented in the London illustrated 
papers—many of the sketches make us 
roar ; nor are they the dead shots you 
read about. The very fact of the few 
men of Jameson’s that were killed 
proves their want of skill. The yarns 
that appeared in your dailies about the 
Boers losing two men is all rot. I saw 
five buck-waggon loads of dead being 
taken away from the field of action, 
and, in addition. I know a spot where 
twenty are buried.”

GENERAL NEWS. 


An Ottawa despatch to the Calgary 
Herald dated April 2lst says: Mr. Davis 
will be a candidate at the coming elections 
for southern Alberta if the riding is divided 
and for the whole of Alberta if it is not. 

A despatch from London dated April 20th, 
saya: The Times this morning publishes 
information going to show that the arming 
of the inhabitants of the Transvaal, which 
is going forward withsuch energy, is being 
assisted from German sources. 

Speaking on the withdrawn of the rmedial 
bill Mr. Ouimet said : If the bili now had 
to be abandoned it would be a trial before 
the people at the elections. The watch- 
word of the conservative party was respect 
to the constitution. They would go to the 
people with the principle of the bill, and 
hoped conservatives would never waver from 
those principles that were dearer to them 
than the treasury benches. 

A cable from London says that : In regard 
to Matabeleland, such influential papers as 
the Globe and Daily News are urging that 
Dr. Jameson be allowed ‘“‘ to fill up his time 
on bail in running over to Africa ” to confer 
with the imperial officers as to the necessary 
steps. The Globe says: ‘‘It is sheer fatuity 
for the government to stand on punctilio in 
adopting the mosteffectual means. Dr. Jame- 
son is,worth a regiment.” 

A Cape Town dispatch to the Times says: 
‘‘A Berberton telegram reports that the 
German steamer Bundesrath arrived at 
Delagoa bay on April 1, and at Komation 
April 15. The passengers were not disposed 
to allow their luggage to be examined. Sea- 


rchers, however, uuearthed numerous mili- ! 


tary accoutrements. A German cfficer 
subsequently produced a passport and the 
party proceeded to Pretoria, the capital of 
the Transvaal.” 

Arecent Menireal despatch says: Presi- 
dent Jim Hill, the famous Northwestern 
railway magnate, is here on his way home 
from Europe. Mr. Hill, who left Guelph, 
Ont., forty years ago, and became president 
of the Great Northern said in an interview 
that his road would carry 16,000,000 bushels 
more grain this year than Iast, and the pas- 
senger and freight receipts would be $3,500, - 
000 in excess, so he believed things were on 
the steady mend. He denied there was any 
probability of his company establishing a 
line of steamers to China and Japan in the 
near future. President Hill, who is a guest 
of his old friend Sir Donald A. Smith, goes 
west to-night, 

The London Daily News says that mili- 
tary authorities consider that the appoint- 
ment of Gen. Carrington, British commander 
at Gibraltar, who has been ordered to the 
Cape of Good Hope to take command of the 
British forces in Matabeleland, is a meazure 
of precaution, ard that it will probably be 
followed by the clispatch of more troops. 
**The war office is exceedingly busy making 
arrangements,” the Daily News continues, 
‘“‘and placing stores in readiness for being 
transported. Telegrams have been sent 
summoning every officer on furlough in 
Great Britain from the Cape to return with- 
eut delay. The militant section of the Tories 
are in active revolt against the policy in 
Africa cf Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
and governor Sir Hercules Robinson, of Cape 
Colony, and they talk of adjourning the 
house on the subject.” 

} 


A recent: telegram from Cape Town says : 
Advices received here from Buluwayo are 
that the numbers of the Matabeles round 
Buluwayo threatening that place, contiaue 
to increase, so that they now form a formid- 
able force. Asa measure of defense against 
the expected attack upon the town, dyna- 
mite mines have been laid in the outskirts 
of the town and in the ground over which 
an attacking party would necessarily ap- 
proach. ‘These mines have been wired and 
connected with instruments in the Central 
Laager, which will be the point of retreat 
in case of attack. From the Central Laager, 
the ground in which the mines have been 
laid is in ful view and the mines can be ex- 
ploded by electricity at the moment desired. 
An explosion at the moment an advancing 
horde of natives was over the mines would 
do tremendous execution among them. 


Robert Scott of Shoal lake, Manitoba who 
has just returned from a trip to China and 
Japan in the interests ef his creamery busi- 
ness says that: Yokohama is the best 
market in Japan. Cheese and butter are 
received from all the world, and Manitoba 
butter is regarded there very highly. In 
China the Australian government has a man 
employed introducing their butter and a 
bounty of four cents a pound is paid by the 
government on all sold in China. This is 
with tine idea of looking to the trade of the 
future. Mr. Scott does not think that the 
Chinese will ever be butter eaters, but in 
time the Japs will adopt the custom. The 
trade in China will be confined exclusively 
to Europeans and Americans. Next: season 
Mr. Scott intends to take over a quantity 
of Manitoba butter in tins, after the French 
style. These tins will be manufactured in 
Winnipeg.

years by iegisiative blundering. In these 
days of general education and enlightenment 
population is quite as sensitive as capital. 
It takes the alarm at burdensome restrict- 
ions, heavy imposts and other accompani- 
ments of political ineapecity and corruption 
perferring more refractory soil and less 
congenial climate. With the exception of 
the debt that has resulted from dishonesty, 
the incubus of the west has been the result 
of well-intentioned blundering. But for 
utterly incompetent hands to seize the reins 
of power and hold them by a series of sub- 
terfuges to the immeasurable injury of an 
undeveloped country is scarcely !ess crim- 
inal than the milking of subsidies for party 
funds, The west has now a chance to 
redeem its fortunes, for success awaits only 
the removal of the political incubus. The 
liberal leaders are alive te its possibilities, 
and throroughly in sympathy with its as- 
pirations. Its people must shake them- 
selves free from the domination of party 
names and labels, and vote for the principles 
on which alone their success can rest. In 
that way only can they play their destined 
part. in the Dominion and in the empire. 
There is no reason why the glowing promises 
which now seem like moekery, should not be 
fulfilled. 


A cable from Wahsington says that the 
Spanish government within the next four 
weeks will put into execution a system of 
home rule for the Island of Cuba. The law 
is very elaborate in its provisions. The 
element of home rule is secured by the 
establishment of two local bodies, drawn 
largely, if not entirely, from the residents 
of Cuba. One of these will be known as the 
provincial chamber of deputies, the other 
as the council ofadminstration. The latter 
has appellate jurisdiction over the former. 
Large powers are granted the council of ad- 
ministration in the international manage- 
ment of public affairs, but the governor-gen- 
eral will centinue as supreme representative 
of Spain on the island and will have direct 
charge of military, naval and international 
questions. Details of the reform projects 
were published at the time of their adop- 


tion by the Spanish cortes is 1895. |

COUNCIL MEETING. 


A special meeting of the town council 
was held at ten o’clock this morning to con- 
sider the following telegram: . 

**Tcronto, April 25, 96. 
** ActinG Mayor McCac xy. 

‘Bill passed. Government agrees to 
terms in letter of March 17th, but no funds 
voted. Company should be organized st 
once and by-law subritted that work may 
be commenced immediately. Wire course 
determined upon by ceuncil. 

H. C. Wirson.” 


The letter alluded to mentions that aa 
offer had been made on behalf of the town 
to the government to pay the difference be- 
tween $75,000 and the total cost of the 
bridge, the town afterwards to maintain the 
bridge. A proposition for the town to pay 
the balance of cost over $60,009 and the 
government to maintain was not made. 

Cowie—Edmiston moved that the solicitor 
be instructed to prepare a by-law for sub- 
mission to the people to raise $50,000 for 
the purpose of taking that amount in shares 
of the Edmonton district railway company, 
and that the solicitor be also inetructed to 
take proceeding for the immediate forma- 
tion of the company. 

Cowie—Sutter moved that solicitor be in- 
structed to draft telegram to Mayor Wilson 
in reply to his wire of the 25th inst. 


ST. GEORGE’S SOCIETY. 


"The inaugural dianer of the newly formed 
St. George’s societ;7 of Edmonton was held 
last Thursday evewng in W. B. Stennett’s 
store, which had bewn decorated for the 
occasion with bunting and evergreens.. A 
fine potrait of Queen Victoria ornamented 
one side of the room, anda large Union 
Jack was draped behind the president’s 
chair. Mr. J. Griesenthwaite provided an 
excellent dinner. The company aumbered 
about 25. The guests of the evening were 
G. J, Kinnaird, president of. the St. An- 
drew’s scciety; Donald Ross, president 
Old Timers society, and J. G. Fairbanks, 
president St. Jean Baptiste society. H. B. 
Round, president of the society, in the 
chair, and Messrs. Braithwaite and G. E. 
Grogan, vice-presidents, occupied the rigs 
and left ends of the table respectively. Be- 
fore proceeding with the toast list and pro- 
gramme, the presideut, H. B. Round, gave 
a short inaugural address. He said it gave 
him great pleasure as their president, 
to be present at this the first meeting of 
Englishmen in Edmonton. The institution 
of St. George was not a modern production. 
That he was a veritable character is beyond 
reasonable doubt, and also that he died in 
the early part of the fourth century. In 
the next century many churehes were dedi- 
cated to his honor. St. Gregory in the sixth 
century has in his sacramertary a preface 
for St. George’s day. Regarding 8t. George’s 
connection with England, Ashmole says in 
the ‘* History of the Order of the Garter,” 
that King Arthur in the sixth century 
placed the picture of St. Geerge on his ban- 
ner. It was quite certain that the council 
o? Oxford in 1222 commanded the festival of 
St. George to be observed in England as a 
holiday. Without boring them further 
with antiquities he would turn to the pre- 
sent. It was thougat that the time had 
arrived for Englishmen to tall into line with 
their fellow townsmen who had formed 
societies under the patronage of other 
saints. Judging from that meeting he 
thought they must be not only gratified 
with the success of their inauguration, but 
would expect the St. George’s society to 
equal in membership the sister societies of 
St. Andrews and St. Jean Baptiste wht 
were so honorably represented that nigh 
by their presidents as our guests. There 
was another important institution, the Old 
Timers. What would theydo without them ? 
Their president, Mr. Donald Ross had to be 
summoned to that meeting in order to make 
its auceess doubly sure. The iljustrious 
Sons of England were too well known to need 
any eulogy from him. He cou!d not resume 
his seat withoct thanking them for their 
presence and assured them he found it 
difficult to find terms to express his appre- 
ciation of the honor donehim by electing 
him their first president. He would alway« 
do his utmost for the welfare of the society 
whose watchword he hoped would ever be 
**St. George and Merry England.” The 
toast of the “‘ Queen” was then drank with 
musical honors. The other toasts were 
** Eogland, our Mother land,” ‘Canada our 
Home,” with which Mr. J. C. F. Bown’s 
uame was coupled and to which he replied in 
a few well chosen words. ‘‘ Kindred socie- 
ties,” brought up the guests of the evening. 

G. J. Kinnaird on behalf of the St. 
Andrews society congratulated them on 
the evident successful formation of the St. 
George’s society, and hoped their Irish 
friends would soon follow suit. 

Donald Ross, for the Old Timers, related 
in his own inimitable way that he owed 
much to the St. George’s society of Saci- 
mento. 

J. G. Fairbanks thanked them on behalf 
of the St. Jean Baptiste society. He heart- 
ily congratulated them on their successful 
organization. They were actuated by the 
same motives as the Sons of Scotland, Ire- 
land and New France, The sentiments of 


affeetion and patriotism and loyalty animat- | 


ed all these societies alike. 


** Success to the Edmonton St. George’s 
society,” waa most enthusiastically received. 
The musical part of ths programme consist- 
ed of songs by Messrs. A. G. Randall, W. 
McAdam, C. Filtness, J. Griesenthwaite, 
Donald Ross, (. E. Grogan, J. Mann. Re- 
citations by A. E. Lee and W. B. Stennett, 
a stump speech by §. Chivers Wilson and 
mandolin, guitar and banjo solos by W. G. 
Plowright and Filtness. The singing of the 
national anthem closed the proceedings. 
There were representatives from fourteen 
English counties and the Channel Islands 
present.
